Despite 
harping on Disney's “family” milieu, 
Eisner, who cut his teeth in network tele-

uinn, the brutishly charming star of 

more than 100 films, ranging from 

A (Attila the Hun) to Z (Zorba the 
Greek), calls this florid yet earthy auto- 
biography “а literary purging,” a way 
“to cleanse myself of my ancient de- 
mons." Chief among them is his devil- 
may-care philandering. Now 80 and the 
father of 12 children by two wives and 
three mistresses, the mighty Quinn re- 
veals himself as a lifelong, perhaps 
world-class, womanizer. 

Among his conquests (many of whom 
also happened to be his leading ladies): 
Carole Lombard, Maureen O'Hara, Rita 
Hayworth (whose future husband, Orson 
Welles, later begged Quinn for her phone 
number) and Ingrid Bergman. At his am- 
orous peak (as it were), in 1962, Quinn 
was juggling several affairs at once, in- 
cludinga backstage romance with Marga- 
ret Leighton, his costar in the Broadway 
Play Tchin-Tehin, and a series of mid- 
hight trysts with an unnamed starlet in 
| the backseat of a limousine. 


Did Quinn ever meet an actress he 
didn't bed? Yes, Mae West, who tried 
to seduce him (but her “bawdy de- 
теапог put him off); Barbara Stan- 
wyck (“а shrewd, calculating girl” 


| whom “I never liked") and Marilyn 
| Monroe (“ап empty-headed blond with 


a fat rear"). 

As for the men in his life, well, di- 
rector George Cukor, he says, once 
made an unwelcome pass at him. Yul 
Brynner, whom Quinn directed in 
195875 The Buccaneer, was “опе of the 
most pretentious people in show busi- 
ness." Most fascinating was Quinn's 
strained friendship with Laurence 
Olivier, who played Thomas Becket to 
Quinn’s King Henry II on Broadway in 
1956, but who, offstage, according to 
his costar, was “а lower-class dolt” 
and “опе of the least refined people 1 
had ever met.” 

Not that Quinn himself was evera 
model of chivalry. He says he cheated 
on his first wife, Katherine (daughter 
of legendary director Cecil B. De- 
Mille), throughout their 27-year mar- 
riage because of his disgust at discov- 


| ering she wasn’t a virgin on their 
| wedding night. “Jesus, what an imbe- 


cile I was!” he berates himself now. 
His breast-beating mea culpas, which 
recur throughout the book, have an op- 
eratic ring. As do his funeral plans. He 
has instructed his heirs to let his 
body “rot in the hot sun” of his native 
Chihuahua, Mexico. There, he writes, 
“the birds will peck at what is left of me 
. and defecate me out all over the 
countryside.”

“They were 
groping, grinding, bumping all over the 
place,” recalls cashier Randi Edison. “It 
was cute at first, but then it got nause- 
ating. They were so overly affectionate, 
I was over here asking for a bucket.” 

Edison and the shoppers at the Red 
Horse can be forgiven for being more 
appalled than starstruck at such brazen 
exhibitionism. After all, as much as for 
their sand-duned beaches and rolling 
potato fields, the Hamptons have been 
known for subdued ways and a relaxed 
attitude toward wealth and fame. “Ten 
years ago there was no glitz,” says real 
estate agent Frank Newbold. “Now 1 
hear us called the Tabloid Hamptons.” 
Not to mention Hollywood East and 
Malibu-on-the-Atlantic. 

In truth, celebrities have been in the 
Hamptons for decades. And residents 
have always taken a quiet pride in some 
of their famous neighbors, like artists 
Willem de Kooning and the late Jackson 
Pollock or authors Kurt Vonnegut and 
E.L. Doctorow. Movie and ТУ stars, 
too, have managed to live there incon- 
spicuously. Alan Alda has had a house in 
Bridgehampton for years, as has ABC 
anchorman Peter Jennings. Roy Schei- 
der has long lived in the area, and 
Chevy Chase—a scion of the Crane 
plumbing fortune—points out with 
pride that, as a member of a family that 
has been a presence here for more than 
48 years, "I'm part of old East Hamp- 
ton.” Even a Hollywood legend like 
Gary Cooper rests here quietly, buried 
beneath a simple rock headstone in Sa- 
cred Heart Catholic Cemetery. 

The current crop of celebrity arri- 
vistes, though, isn’t nearly as modest 
and retiring as Coop, dead or alive. 
Star-spotting has become as popular a 
sport in the Hamptons as golf, and eas- 
jer than fishing with dynamite. Almost 
anyone can tell you that Winona Ryder 
recently made a purchase at the Bare- 
foot Contessa, an East Hampton 

gourmet shop. Or that Kevin Costner 
bought candles at Lume in Amagansett

brother Jamie. “Originally, people came 
here for a peaceful, quiet hideaway," 
says real estate agent Tina Fredericks, 
who has sold and rented Hamptons 
homes since 1961.

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is where you've got to be." 

Most trace the change back to the ar- 
rival of one man: Steven Spielberg. In 
1983, the Jurassic Park director paid an 
estimated $1.25 million for a property 
on Georgica Pond in East Hampton. He 
made a statement of sorts by razing the 
three-acre plot's existing house. “Мог- 
mally people out here restore old hous- 
es," says Newbold. "It showed that Hol- 
lywood had arrived and things were 
going to be done differently." Very dif- 
ferently: Spielberg imported a 19th- 
century French barn to serve as the 
main house—it was the site of his 1991 
wedding to Kate Capshaw—and the 
structure gives the estate its Franglish 
name, Quelle Barn (meaning "what a 
barn"). The director has since expand- 
ed his fiefdom by buying an adjacent lot 
and land across the pond to protect his 
pristine view of the sunset.

Bullock insists that “if it had been 
anyone else, we would have done the 
same thing.” As proof, he tells how he 
refused actress Kathleen Turner's re- 
quest to have a stoplight installed near 
her Amagansett home. In fact, Hamp- 
tons residents seem to have a highly 
refined sense of which celebrities are 
and are not worth troubling them- 
selves over. When Don Johnson—who 
is, let's say, between hits—tried to 
smoke a cigarette at Nick & Toni's one 
recent evening, he was asked to step 
outside. But after dinner, nary a peep 
was heard when Johnson's host, bil- 
lionaire Perelman, opened a window by 
his table and fired up a fat cigar. 

That's not to say the hoity-toity don't 
try to act like hoi polloi. A few weeks 
ago three tykes set up a lemonade stand 
on a Sagaponack beach. Only later was 
it learned they were the kids of new 
local homeowner Caroline Kennedy 
Schlossberg. And where else could a 
bait store reel in celebrities? At the 
Tackle Shop in East Hampton, owner 
Harvey Bennett can tell you how “Маг- 
garitaville" crooner Jimmy Buffett used 
to work in the ріасе—“Не'а squat in the 
corner and tie fly leaders"—or how Liz 
Taylor stopped in with hubby Larry 
Fortensky. She gave Bennett an auto- 
graph with the message, "To the fisher- 
man, you better catch something." 

Inevitably, the famed garner their 
share of gripes—they draw gawkers, 
they get the best tables at restaurants. 
But some complaints are serious. Earli- 
er this summer, Perelman got a visit 
from East Hampton constables after 
two canoeists complained that a pistol- 
toting guard forced them to row at least 
100 feet off the Creeks' shoreline. 
Georgica Pond is a public waterway, and 
a Perelman spokesman called the inci- 
dent a misunderstanding. In June, legal 
papers were filed against Melanie Grif- 
fith, who allegedly trashed some fur- 
nishings in her $85,000 East Hampton 
rental last year. Among the grievances: 
Griffith's dog chewed up eight antique 
chairs and soiled a number of silk rugs. 
(“Melanie is willing to be responsible 
for any damage she did," a Griffith 
spokeswoman says, “but she's not going 
to just cave in to empty demands.") 

But for every star-hater you will 
find a Jessica Weaver. The 23-year-old 
works as a waitress at the Candy 
Kitchen in Bridgehampton, a soda 
fountain that may well be the celebrity 
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crossroads of the Hamptons. “We get 
so many stars in here,” gushes 
Weaver. “It’s the greatest place to 
work in the world.” She and her col- 
leagues can rattle off a menu of re- 
cently served notables—and what they 
ordered: Jodie Foster (“English muf- 
fin”); Kim Basinger (“а cup of ice to 
go”); Marisa Tomei ("feta cheese 
omelet”); Naomi Campbell (“а BLT— 
it’s sick, she’s so skinny!”). 

Of course, celebrities offer more 
than glamor, and charity events are 
now the most common social venues in 
the Hamptons. Writer George Plimp- 
ton gets his kicks setting off fireworks 
every year at the picnic for the Boys 
Harbor inner-city youth camp, which 
this year raised $275,000. Models like 
Jane Powers, Hunter Reno and Jill 
Goodacre Connick, wife of Harry Jr., 
competed in volleyball and tug-of-war 
on an Amagansett beach in July to 
raise $75,000 for an AIDS charity. And 
Paul Simon, Roy Scheider and media 
tycoon Mortimer Zuckerman bungle 
around the base paths in the annual 
Artists & Writers softball game, all for 
local charities like the Retreat, a home 
for battered women. 

Such good deeds notwithstanding, 
still greater comfort might be taken 
from the knowledge that, in the end, the 
famous have always known best how to 
deal with their own. Take the following 
story, offered by a well-placed source: 
Two Christmases ago, concert promot- 
er Ron Delsener and his wife, Ellen, 
hosted a dinner in their East Hampton 
home. Supermodel Christie Brinkley, 
then Mrs. Billy Joel, arrived two hours 
late, her daughter Alexa in tow. The 
dessert dishes had been cleared, but 
Christie wanted a salad. An angry Ellen 
Delsener strode into the kitchen, where 
the fretful caterers told her that all the 
food—including the salad—had been 
tossed into the garbage. With barely a 
second thought, Delsener grabbed a 
plate, reached into the waste can and 
pulled out a fistful of vinaigrette- 
dressed mesclun greens. “God forgive 
me,” Delsener muttered as she re- 
turned to the dining room to serve 
Brinkley. “I’m her child’s godmother.”

WEDDING GOWNS 
AND A FIRE 


When a New Hampshire wedding 
boutique burned, brides had to 
scramble to find something to wear 


ORGET PICKING THE MAN. FOR 

any bride-to-be, few decisions are 

more charged with sentiment 

than picking the right wedding 
dress. Even though a million marriages а 
year end in divorce, weddings—and 
wedding dresses—offer a chance to bask 
in an ideal of feminine grace unmarred 
by the realities of everyday life. “You 
grow up picturing this day as being the 
time when уоште your most beautiful 
and feel your most fulfilled,” says Jackie 
Yarmo, 28, a soon-to-be bride from Pel- 
ham, N.H. “It’s all involved in this beau- 
tiful, big, white dress.” 

With so much riding on one piece of 
clothing, it’s no wonder so many New 
England brides were thrown into an 
industrial-strength panic on July 25. 
The previous night, a blaze that fire- 
fighters are calling suspicious gutted 
the 125 Bridal Boutique in the small 
town of Plaistow, N.H., destroying Yar- 
mo’s off-white silk shantung gown and 
at least 400 others specially ordered for 
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A The July 24 fire 
was devastating. 
“We were ready to 
call it quits,” says 
Leo LaFlamme, co- 
owner of the shop. 


weddings іп the coming months. “Сап 
you imagine?” asks Leo LaFlamme, 
who owns 125 Bridal with his wife, 
Sharon. “When we have one dress 
missing, the entire shop goes nuts. Can 
you imagine losing all of them?” 

Within 48 hours the staff of 125 Bridal 
had limped back into business, working 
from a trailer set up at the still-smolder- 
ing site. The LaFlammes and their 16 
colleagues worked the phones to find 
new gowns, and manufacturers gamely 
joined the effort by pushing through re- 
orders. Still, for a bride without finery, 
the disaster was tantamount to discover- 
ing on the special day that the caterer 
had mixed up her order with the one des- 
tined for the Cub Scout picnic. “It’s 


hard,” says Lynne Parrino, 30, her voice 
still quivering even though the ivory-col- 
ored gown she lost in the fire would be 
replaced in time for her Aug. 25 wed- 
ding. “I don’t have a day to waste, or an 
hour. I’ve had everything ordered and 
ready for three months. Now this?” 

So far, though, the endings have been 
mostly happy, including one for the bride 
who bought her dress at another store 
but who unluckily was having it cleaned 
one floor below the burned-out boutique. 
On the morning after the fire, Anne 
Councell, 25, a furniture-sales manager 
from Nashua, N.H., and fiancé Ken 
Turner, 25, a senior at Daniel Webster 
College, were too wrapped up with wed- 
ding details to read the newspapers.

Blissfully unaware of the fire, they re- 
hearsed waltzes and rumbas for their 
July 29 wedding at the Arthur Murray 
Dance Studio in Manchester, N.H. 

But their families were more than 
aware that Anne's off-white, $550 silk 
dress from a bridal shop in Saginaw, 
Mich., had perished in Juliette's Dry 
Cleaning, downstairs from 125 Bridal 
Boutique. In just 4 hours of frantic phone 
work, 15 of the couple's friends and rela- 
tives managed to find a duplicate of the 
Jessica McClintock gown. The dress, 
from the storeroom of the New York 
City designer, was a size too large and 
arrived smudged with makeup; plus, the 
Romanian seamstress who would cut it 
to size spoke badly broken English. A

After a single, 45-minute fitting, Anne 
was able to relax, at least somewhat.

Afterward, at the 
posh Andover Country Club, Anne's full, 
lacy dress outshone all other attire— 
save that worn by her new father-in-law. 
Mid-reception, Ken Sr. appeared in a 
yellow rubber fireman's suit to much 
laughter.

any deep message for its victims, it had 
to do with bearing up under hardship, 
even when it's terribly inconvenient. 
“It’s amazing what you сап do when 
you're put in that position," says Cather- 
ine Morse, the shop's manager. “You 
find the strength." 

Tonya Vigeant, 25, a mental-health 
worker from Brattleboro, Vt., went into 
shock when she learned her $600 daisy- 
encrusted, off-white dress had gone up 
in smoke just five days before her wed- 
ding to Chad Leitz, 26. But she denies 
any intimation that she turned hysteri- 
cal. "I was cool as a cucumber," she says 
with a laugh. But when she drove to 125 
Bridal's temporary trailer, she was more 
than a little worried: she had no receipt. 
Fortunately, Morse remembered Vi- 
geant—and her dress. And, as luck had 
it, manufacturer Venus Bridal Gowns 
had a near clone with one added feature: 
rhinestones Vigeant could have lived 
without. Bridesmaid Margaret O'Grady 
stepped in to calm her nerves. A Peace 
Corps volunteer who flew back from the 
Ivory Coast for the wedding, O'Grady 
left Tonya a phone message that remind- 
ed her what marriage was really about. 
“It’s not about the dress,” she said. 

"It's about the beauty."

speech?” asks Faulkner of 


Mumia Abu-Jamal’s book. 


N THE LAST NIGHT OF HIS LIFE, PHILADELPHIA PO- 
liceman Dan Faulkner cooked steak for his wife, Mau- 
reen, then headed out to work a midnight shift. It was 
Dec. 8, 1981, and the couple had been married only a 
year. Maureen fell asleep on a couch downstairs, where she 
was awakened at 4 a.m. by the ringing doorbell. Three police- 
men brought the news: Faulkner, 25, had been been shot. Dan 
died before Maureen could get to the hospital. “I screamed 
and screamed,” says Maureen, now 38. “Му life could never 
\ Бе (һе ѕате.” 
Another Ше was altered forever that night as well. Mumia 
Abu-Jamal was a lively, outspoken Philadelphia radio report- 
1 er, a passionate advocate for those who never knew fortune's 
kind smile. Abu-Jamal, who was moonlighting that night as a 
cab driver, doesn't deny he was at the scene of Dan Faulk- 
ner's murder. He does insist that he didn't kill the officer. 
But in 1982 a jury convicted him and sentenced him to die.

Since then, Abu-Jamal, now 41, has campaigned tirelessly for 
aretrial, claiming that he didn't get a fair trial. His latest at- 
tempt to save his life is a book of essays, Live from Death Row 
(Addison-Wesley), for which he received a reported $30,000 
advance. The book, to say nothing of the money, has infuriat- 
ed Faulkner, now a medical assistant living in California. “If 
the system had carried out the law,” she says, “he would 

have been silenced the way he silenced Danny. Instead, he’s 
їп а position to profit.” 

Faulkner may yet get her wish to see Abu-Jamal executed: 
he is scheduled to die by lethal injection on Aug. 17. Mean- 
while, his lawyers have been arguing in a Philadelphia court 
over the past two weeks that enough evidence exists to war- 
rant a new trial. Whatever happens, Faulkner wants Abu- 
Jamal's publisher, Addison-Wesley, to feel her wrath. She has 
promoted a boycott of Addison-Wesley, and even paid for a 
plane to fly over the company's Reading, Mass., headquarters 
with a 30-foot banner reading, Addison-Wesley Supports 
Convicted Cop Killers. Publisher David Goehring says he 
sympathizes with Faulkner but that “[Abu-Jamal’s] was an 
important voice to add to the debate about criminal justice. 
We're not taking a stand on his guilt." 
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» "When I think of 
my children, it’s as 
babies, not adults, 
which they are,” 
writes inmate Abu-

Abu-Jamal has many supporters, in- 
cluding actors Danny Glover, Whoopi 
Goldberg and Ed Asner, Amnesty Inter- 
national and the 35,000-member Nation- 
al Association of Black Police Officers. “1 
don't know if he is innocent," said actor 
Mike Farrell of M*A*S*H. “But it's 
clear Mumia did not get a fair trial.” 

Abu-Jamal's attorney Leonard Wein- 
glass, who has represented '60s activ- 
ists Abbie Hoffman and Angela Davis, 
insists the original trial was flawed. He 
argues that the prosecution used 11 of 
its 15 challenges to remove blacks from 
the jury and that three witnesses who 
could exonerate Abu-Jamal either dis- 
appeared or recanted their stories un- 
der police pressure. But so far Abu- 
Jamal has lost on appeal. ‘‘Perhaps I'm 
naive,’ he has said, “but I thought the 
law would be followed in my case and 
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the conviction reversed. Really.” 

The circumstances of the shooting 
have always been murky. Faulkner 
stopped a Volkswagen going the wrong 
way on a one-way street. Witnesses say 
the driver, Abu-Jamal’s younger brother 
William Cook, had words with Faulkner, 
and the two began to scuffle. While 
Faulkner was handcuffing Cook, Abu- 
Jamal passed by in his cab. The prosecu- 
tion contends that he shot at Faulkner 
five times, hitting him twice and killing 
him. Faulkner managed to fire his own 
gun once, hitting Abu-Jamal in the chest. 

But the bullets that killed Faulkner 
were so misshapen that ballistics ex- 
perts could never determine whether 
they had come from Abu-Jamal’s pistol. 
And police never tested his hands for 
gunpowder. However, both a security 
guard and Faulkner's partner Gary Bell, 
who was working on foot that night, tes- 
tified that in the hospital Abu-Jamal 
yelled, “1 shot that motherf--ker, and I 
hope he dies.” Abu-Jamal denies saying 
that, and a doctor at the hospital main- 
tains that he was barely conscious at the 
time. Nevertheless, Abu-Jamal has nev- 
er testified or given his explanation of 
events—nor has his brother, who 
dropped out of sight. 

At the time of his arrest, Abu-Jamal 
seemed more likely to catch the brass 
ring than to wind up on death row. A 
child of the Philadelphia projects, he was 
born Wesley Cook, one of six siblings. 
He was a good student and showed 


promise as a community leader; at the 
age of 14, he helped found the local 
Black Panther Party and changed his 
name. By 1981 he had been elected 
president of the Philadelphia Associa- 
tion of Black Journalists. A radio host 
known as “the voice of the voiceless,” 
he also backed many radical, some 
would say revolutionary, causes. 

He continued his activism in jail, writ- 
ing about death penalty issues for The 
Nation and The Yale Law Review. Last 
April, National Public Radio’s All Things 
Considered asked him to become a com- 
mentator, but the series was canceled af- 
ter protests from police groups. Since 
publication of his book, authorities have 
refused to allow him to talk to the press. 
Interviews, prison superintendent James 
Price wrote to PEOPLE, might "generate 
publicity to support his commercial writ- 
ing activity." Abu-Jamal has filed suit, 
charging violation of his right of free 
speech. “I’m often surprised by the as- 
tounding pettiness of prison officials," he 
wrote PEOPLE. “Some of the cruelties, 
deceit and lies still surprise me." 

Faulkner is not interested in Abu- 
Jamal's protests and wants only one 
thing: an execution. "Jamal made his 
decision to step out of society when he 
murdered another human being," she 
says. "Let's talk about Danny. Where is 
Daniel Faulkner's freedom of speech?"

PAT CON ROY... Sober and confident, 


he relives his family torments in fiction once more 


MBLING THROUGH THE STREETS 
of his adopted hometown of 
Beaufort, S.C., Pat Conroy, as is 
his habit, begins ruminating 
about his tortured life. Today’s lamen- 
table topic: the wages of divorce— 
namely, the pain of being separated 
from his 13-year-old daughter, Susan- 
nah, now living with her mother in San 
Francisco. “She won't see me. I've 
written her about 100 times in the last 
year. I tried to write a love letter to her 
in Beach Music," he says, referring to 
his new chart-topping novel, which fea- 
tures a character named Leah, who 
was inspired by his daughter. After a 


pause, Conroy, 49, fesses up. "I think I 
was a distant father. I'd just go off and 
write. I did the thing that screws up 
kids more than anything else in Ameri- 
ca: I went and got myself a little bit 
famous." 

Bestsellers and boffo movies will do 
that to you. And for some 20 years, 
Conroy's autobiographical novels— 
including The Great Santini, The Lords 
of Discipline and The Prince of Tides— 
have been turned into heart-wrenching 
Hollywood films that exhibit the chaos 
and calamities of his life. But writing 
about his suffering is only part of Con- 
roy's creative process; usually a crisis

inspires a book, which inspires only 
more suffering as he relives the horror. 
Beach Music, Conroy's latest fictional- 
ized chronicle, is a 628-page yarn about 
the emotional travails of travel writer 
Jack McCall, who moves to Rome after 
his wife's suicide but returns to the 
South to tend to his dying mother. 
Conroy's own mother, Peg, succumbed 
to leukemia in 1984 at age 59. “I want- 
ed to write about her death, but that's 
all I knew when I started this book," 
he says. "Writing is a journey for me, 
and it builds like a coral reef." 

Indeed, last August, as he toiled on 
Music, Conroy suffered a devastating 
setback when his schizophrenic broth- 
er, Tom, 33, leaped to his death from 
the roof of an 18-story apartment 
building in Columbia, S.C. *Two 
months before, he showed me some 
writing he'd been doing, but it was gib-

berish,” Conroy says. "Tom's life was 
horrible, and I’m sure his death was a 
relief, but I can't say it." The suicide 
deepened Conroy's already severe de- 
pression, an illness he has battled for 
most of his life and which usually 
strikes during the writing process. 
While working on Beach Music, Conroy 
became such a recluse at his house on 
Fripp Island, S.C., that his friends had 
to drive by with food and provisions. 
But the agony has subsided for now; 
Conroy recovered from the depression 
after intensive psychotherapy and is 
currently in the middle of a 35-city 
tour promoting his book, which de- 
buted at No. 1 on bestseller lists and 
has hovered near the top since. 

Beach Music has captivated readers, 
especially the legions of longtime fans 
who relish his baroque prose, vivid im- 
agery and chockablock melodrama. "I 
think he's going to be important long 
after most of the so-called southern 
writers have come and gone," says At- 
lanta-based novelist Anne Rivers Sid- 
dons, a friend. “Гуе never seen a fuller 
world in a novel than in Pat's." Some 
critics, however, find that world too 
overblown and indulgent for its own 
good. "As wet and woozy as its title," 
said The New York Times Book Review, 
which dissed Beach Music for its slop- 
py prose and insufferably smug protag- 
onist, adding that “Tolstoy said that 
every unhappy family is unhappy in its 


own way, but he never read Pat Con- 
roy's fiction." 

The author, meantime, is unfazed. 
“Тһе reason for the criticism is the 
same as for why Baskin-Robbins or 
Campbell's Soup does so well," says 
Conroy. "Му writing] ain't for every- 
one." These days, in fact, Conroy is 
feeling particularly resilient. He is 
Sober after years of heavy drinking and 
has learned to cope better with the 
dark moods that stem from a physically 
abusive father, a family troubled by 
mental illness, two failed marriages 
and his separation from Susannah. At 
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long last, Conroy seems to have found 
a measure of peace. “I find happy an 
elusive word,” he says, “but I do feel 
something good going on.” Adds Sid- 
dons: “All of Pat’s friends realize he 
goes at things so passionately, he puts 
himself in harm’s way. But we now 
know he can handle it. And you might 
as well worry about the wind.” 

Conroy lived a peripatetic life, mov- 
ing 23 times because of the various 
postings of his father, Donald, a Marine 
fighter pilot whom Conroy remembers 
as a Sadistic bully who routinely bat- 
tered his wife and sons. Pat, the oldest 
among five boys and two girls, often re- 
ceived the worst of it. “My first memo- 
ry of Pat was when I was about 4 and 
my dad was slamming his head against 
the wall for not doing well in a basket- 
ball game,” recalls his brother Jim, 40, 
a regional sales trainer for Gillette in 
Atlanta. After graduating from Beau- 
fort High in 1963, Conroy attended the 
Citadel, South Carolina’s all-male mili- 
tary college, on a basketball scholar- 
ship. The school’s mind-numbing disci- 
pline, however, soured the young 
cadet. “I think people who send their 
children to the Citadel hate their kids,” 
says Conroy. 

Four years later, Conroy began 
teaching English at his old high school, 


< Conroy taught the poor children of 
Daufuskie Island, S.C., in 1970. 
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writing fiction in his spare time. By 
1970 he had published his first book, 
The Boo, and married Barbara Bolling, 
a Vietnam War widow with two daugh- 
ters (Jessica, now 28, and Melissa, 26); 
the couple had their own daughter, 
Megan, later that year. After 1972's 
The Water Is Wide, Conroy began writ- 
ing The Great Santini, the gripping 
tale of a heroic but tyrannical fighter 
pilot who terrorizes his wife and chil- 
dren; it helped make Conroy a house- 


hold name. Exploring his violent child- 
hood, however, nearly drove Conroy to 
suicide; in 1975 he tried to kill himself 
with an overdose of pills. “1 woke up," 
he says. "I was very surprised."

Conroy's new high is cooking 
meals—usually seafood from the local 
waters—for a small circle of friends in 
and around Beaufort. He's also cowrit- 
ing a cookbook that will include recipes 
and anecdotes he has picked up during | 
his world travels. But he remains a very | 
solitary man, taking morning swims in | 
the ocean off Fripp Island and reading | 
voraciously (his goal is 200 pages а 
day). As often as not, his most intimate 
contact is the rambling, long-distance 
phone calls with his closest friends. 
“Talking is how Pat takes a break,” says 
Cliff Graubart, an Atlanta bookstore 
owner whom Conroy has know since 
1972. *He's starving for company after 
а day's writing." 

When he's not in the kitchen or at 
his writing desk (he's working on the 
screenplay for Beach Music for Para- 
mount), Conroy can be found twice 
weekly in the office of trusty thera- 
pist O'Neill, who practices in Hilton 
Head, an hour's drive from Fripp. 
Mending his relationship with Susan- 
nah—who has just begun writing him 
letters—is crucial, and he's consider- 
ing settling in San Francisco to be 
near her. “Тһе idea is to live there, 
but it would be far too painful if Su- 
sannah, the person I love best in the 
whole world, continues not to talk to 
me," says Conroy. His despair over 
his broken family will be grist for his 
next novel, which “will deal with the 
divorces and my children,” he says. 
Never mind that daughter Megan 
says she'd be “freaked out” by the 
exposure, and that her mother, Bar- 
bara, says she'd just as soon “remain 
anonymous." 

After two failures, Conroy doubts 
that he'll venture down the aisle again. 
“I have as much hope for marriage as 
anyone," he says, “but I think I have 
been a troubled, difficult man to live 
with." He will, however, continue to 
find solace in the act of writing, painful 
as that is. "What I try to do," says Con- 
roy, "is explain my life to myself. It 
does not particularly make it better, 
but I'm not sure serenity is the end re- 
sult of art."

Hollywood’s most bussable 
star? The Net’s heavenly 
hacker, Sandra Bullock 


FUNNY THING HAPPENED AT THE WRAP PARTY 

for Sandra Bullock’s new movie, The Net, 

last spring. At the height of the hoopla, the 

lights dimmed and a big-screen TV lit up 

with a video tribute from the crew to the 
film’s leading lady—a brief collection of beauty 
shots and outtakes selected by the gaffers, grips 
and so-called best boys, a rather hard-bitten bunch 
not easily impressed by big names. As Bullock 
watched the tape, set to the tune “I’ve Grown Ac- 
customed to Her Face,” she grew teary-eyed. Even 
now, Net veterans recall with delight how the ac- 
tress not only fetched her own coffee to the set but 
often carried in a dozen orders of cappuccino for the 
crew. Or how Bullock asked production workers to 
join her in her favorite pastime, salsa dancing, at an 
L.A. club. “The video was just a way of saying 
thanks," says Todd Marks, a computer adviser on 
the film. “She’s that nice. It was never ‘the crew’ 
and ‘her.’ She was part of the crew.” 

It’s true: Though she has been at the top of pro- 
ducers’ wish lists for everything from the prostitute 
in the proposed Pretty Woman 2 to the title role in 
Disney’s planned live-action version of Peter Pan, 
Bullock would actually make one heck of a great 
gaffer, and not just because she drove a bus in Speed 
or sold subway tokens in While You Were Sleeping. 
Consider the way she recently went about renovat- 
ing the house she shares with her sister Gesine, 25, 
a law student. Bullock didn’t bring in any contractor 
to the stars to fix up the funky, 1926 Spanish-style 
cottage in an L.A. canyon. Rather, she did much of 
the work herself, setting every hand-painted Mexi- 
can tile into place on the kitchen floor with her 
trusty grout float. She is—in matters relating both 
to floors and life as a film star—on an abiding quest 
for the level. Success isn’t enough for Bullock: She 
wants sanity too. No small order when you’ve gone 
from relative peanuts to $6 million a movie in rough- 
ly the time span of the О.]. trial. 

What a difference one summer makes. Before 
Speed opened in June of 1994, Bullock, 31, was mak- 
ing the most of second-tier roles in movies like De- 
molition Man and nursing a badly bruised heart. She

and actor Tate Donovan, 31 (Ethan 
Frome), whom Bullock once called 
"the greatest love of my life," had just 
ended their three-year relationship. 
By a cruel coincidence, Bullock also 
lost her Jack Russell terrier last year; 
Luigi, one of three pups she owned, 
was apparently stolen. "She was dev- 
astated," says a friend. "She went 
looking for it everywhere." Even late 
ly, one thing Bullock has done when 
she arrives on a movie set is to put up 
posters with the dog's picture. “Му 
name's Luigi," the signs say. “Has any- 
body seen me?" 

Luigi may resurface yet. But Bul- 
lock's long anonymous afternoons— 
those she spent tending bar in Green- 
wich Village or making carefree trips 
to Colonel Sanders for her beloved 
extra crispy—for both better and 
worse, seem gone forever. On many a 
Hollywood morning this summer, Bul- 
lock 15 the buzz. Sleeping was a sur- 
prise hit, The Net is scoring well and 
she has three more movies on tap: 
Two if by Sea, A Time to Kill and Kate 
& Leopold. Few, if any, other female 
stars are as bankable as Bullock is 
right now. Industry leaders, in fact, are 
seeing her as the next Julia Roberts. 
Though three years older than 
Roberts, Bullock does have a similar 
range: She can give you girl-next-door, 
and she can give you glitz. And she can 
take your breath away with a wide- 
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eyed look or throwaway gesture. 
"She's not a glamour-puss," says Sid 
Ganis, marketing president for Colum- 
bia TriStar. "She's fresh as a daisy, 
and people can't take their eyes off 
her." Bullock's career seems to have 
its own momentum. Shortly after she 
spurned the Pretty Woman sequel, the 
actress said, "Someone told me I'm 
expected to do the film version of 
I Dream of Jeannie. It’s news to me!" 
Her social life is gathering speed 
too, starting with the fact that most of 
Western Civilization seems to have de- 
veloped a powerful crush on her. But 
while many would call, few have her 
phone number. In recent weeks, Bul- 
lock has been seen with Dallas Cow- 
boys quarterback Troy Aikman, 28, 
who is described by his agent as a “fax

pal.” On the other hand, you don’t have 
to be a football hero. Her escort at The 
Net's premiere was Don Padilla, a tech- 
nician who worked on the movie. 

What caused the sudden Bullock 
boom? Net director Irwin Winkler has 
a theory. "Sandra doesn't have a star 
attitude," he says. "People see a lot of 
themselves in her." Then, of course, 
there is the beauty factor—although 
Bullock, with her unclassic features 
and that small scar over her right eye, 
a souvenir of a tumble into a creek at 
age 11, is hardly bowled over by her 
own looks. "I'm not what the industry 
or the media have deemed a hot 
tamale,” Bullock told Mademoiselle. 
“Тһеге is something comfortable 
about me. I'm like a sleeper sofa. A 
good couch your grandmother has." 

Bullock likes to make people feel 
comfortable. A couple of weeks ago,

Bullock is the older of two children 
born to John, a vocal coach, and Helga, 
a German-born opera singer.

Eventually the Bullocks settled 
back in Arlington full-time.

By the time she was studying at 
Washington-Lee High School (the 
alma mater, incidentally, of Warren 
Beatty and his sister Shirley 
MacLaine), Bullock had found her 
American rhythm—enough to join the 
cheerleading squad and date a football 
player. "She could make anyone 
laugh," one classmate recalls, adding 
that Bullock was also something of a 
straight arrow. "She wasn't smoking 
or wearing ripped clothes. She didn't 
do drugs. She was an above-average 
student, but no brainiac." Her '82 se- 
nior class voted Bullock “Most Likely 
to Brighten Your Day." 

Her sunny disposition concealed a 
serious side that emerged when Bul- 
lock enrolled as a drama student at 
East Carolina University in Greenville, 
N.C. Her acting teacher Don Biehn, 
49, recalls Bullock's performance in 
the Chekhov drama Three Sisters. “It’s 
a highly charged piece, and she was 
trying to give the emotional moment 
in every scene, trying to hit a home 
run,” Biehn says. “I remember think- 
ing, ‘She is fearless.’ ” 

After leaving ECU in 1986, she 
headed for New York City, studied 
Method acting under Sanford Meisner 
and fibbed her way into a bartender's 
job. (“I didn’t know how to mix any

“I said I would give it 
one more year, but I didn’t think Га 
make it work. It was out of my control, 
and I’m a control freak.” 

But little breaks came, on stage and 
TV. In 1990 she starred in the short- 
lived NBC sitcom Working Girl and 


played a nerdy psychobiologist in Love 
Potion No. 9. The brew didn’t allure 
audiences, but it worked for Bullock 
and costar Tate Donovan, with whom 
she became involved during the shoot. 
Staffers on the film recall being sur- 
prised the two got together. “Sandra 
was a sweetheart,” says one, adding 
that Donovan seemed most interested 
in his close-ups.

Mickey Mantle battled 
cancer in his liver— 
now it’s in his lungs 


HE NEWS HIT JUST AS HARD THE 
T time. Mickey Mantle, one 

of baseball's all-time greatest hit- 
ters, was suffering from cancer—again. 
Just two months after a lifesaving liver 
transplant, Mantle disclosed on ABC's 
Good Morning America on Aug. 1 that 
the disease had spread to his lungs. “1 
was doing fine," said the frail-looking 
Aantle. Now his recovery prospects 
ook dim indeed. In fact, Mantle's doc- 
tors say that had they known about the 
ung cancer, they would never have 
done the transplant. "Absolutely not," 
said Dr. Robert Goldstein of Baylor 
University Medical Center in Dallas. 

Mantle's trials began May 28, when 

пе was hospitalized with stomach 
cramps. А week later doctors concluded 
that his liver was so damaged by can- 
cer, hepatitis C and decades of alcohol 
abuse that only a transplant could save 
his life. On June 8, after a seemingly 
short wait, Mantle received a new liver.

In 
1994 he confessed there were some 
mornings he began the day with the 
“breakfast of champions’”—a drink of 
brandy, Kahlua and cream. Earlier that 
year, he put a cap on that, enrolling in 
the Betty Ford Center, where he even- 
tually dried out. 

This time it may be too late for a 
comeback. Despite a new regimen of 
chemotherapy, his life expectancy may 
be only 6 to 18 months. Dr. J. Richard 
Thistlethwaite, chief of transplant 
surgery at the University of Chicago 
Medical Center, says, “His chance of a 
cure is quite small." Still, Mantle refus- 
es to give up. Told of the lung cancer, 
he reportedly said, "Let's take care of 
it.

But this project be- 
came more important to Nell than her 
worries about being shy.” 

Nell’s interests in the environment 
and healthy cuisine were fostered at 
the four-acre family spread in West- 
port, Conn., where she went fishing 
and tended to pets, including a falcon 
and a ferret. Inspired by her mother’s 
skill in the kitchen, Nell began cooking 
in her teens for the family (which in- 
cluded Susan, now 42, Stephanie, 40, 
and Scott, who died of a drug overdose 
in 1978 at age 28, all Newman’s chil- 
dren by his marriage to actress 
Jacqueline Witte; and Newman and 
Woodward's daughters Melissa, 33, 
and Clea).

After tattling on Charles 
and Di, a former 
servant goes into exile 


HE FIRST SHOT WAS FIRED IN 
T^ when Wendy Berry, the 

63-year-old grandmother who 
served for eight years as Prince 
Charles's housekeeper, gave Britain's 
News of the World a servant's-eye view 
of his marriage. In an article based on 
her diary excerpts, Berry revealed 
that the staff at Highgrove, Charles's 
Gloucestershire estate, had witnessed 
arguments that left Princess Diana in 
tears; that Diana schemed to deprive 
Charles of time with princes William 
and Harry; and that she flirted outra- 
geously with then-bodyguard Barry 
Mannakee. 

The day after the story appeared, 
Charles won a court order preventing 
Berry from peddling her memoirs and 
requiring her to relinquish her diary. 


And while she surrendered her papers, 


she refused to be silenced. Six months 
later, she defied the prince again: On 
July 28, The Housekeeper's Diary was 
published in the U.S. by an obscure 
firm called Barricade Books, and its 
author (who had fled to Toronto) be- 
came, in effect, an outlaw. "It's scary," 
she told the London Sunday Mirror. 
"If I set foot back in Britain, I could be 
put behind bars." 

The fuss is ironic since The House- 
keeper's Diary covers ground that is now 
familiar: Berry tells readers that the 
princess was wont to eavesdrop on 
housemaids (and scream at them about 
what she had heard), shout at Charles, 
smash teacups and retreat to the loo to 
vomit after lunch. During one battle, 
says Berry, Di screamed, "I hate you, 
Charles, I f--king hate you." During an- 
other, Berry writes, William added to 
the chorus— shouting at his father, “I 
hate you—why do you make Mummy 
cry so much?" Sparing the reader noth- 
ing, Berry reveals that, in 1990, she de- 
duced that Di had slept with Maj. James 
Hewitt when she discovered blonde 
hairs on the guest room pillow and a 
bottom sheet bearing "evidence that

As unseemly as her revelations may 
have been, it was the fact that Berry 
(who, like all royal servants, signed an 
agreement never to tattle) had broken 
her promise to the Palace that most ir- 
ritated Charles. Although the Wind- 
sors have been burned by tell-alls, only 


one revealing memoir was written by 
'a former staffer. In 1986, Charles's 
valet Stephen Barry defied a court 
order to publish Royal Service in the 
U.S. Says a Palace spokesman: “We 
will be taking legal action [against 
Berry]." Predicts Brian Hoey, author 
of six books on the royals: "They'll use 


a sledgehammer [on her] to ward off 
other books." 

By Berry's account, she already has 
been hit hard. In 1993, she says, she 
was sacked at the age of 61 and given a 
weekly pension of $50. (A Palace 
spokesman claims, however, that she 
was on the payroll for 18 months after 
she reached the official retirement age 
and later received a lump sum.) In any 
case, Berry, whose book profits re- 
portedly could total $300,000, is likely 
to continue her battle with the Palace: 
Legal experts say that the injunction 
probably will not be enforced abroad. 
(The stakes, however, are still high: If 
Charles chooses to sue, he could be 
awarded damages as well as her pro- 
ceeds from the book.) 

While Charles stews, then, his ex- 
housekeeper is becoming accustomed 
to life in exile—settling in with rela- 
tives in Canada and preparing to open 
an offshore bank account where she 
can stash her assets. In coming weeks, 
the Palace's least favorite author will 
also be working the publicity circuit in 
the U.S.—telling tales in a country 
where, she says happily, “I have free- 
dom of speech." m

Free Willy 2: The Adventure Home, 

Jason James Richter plays a street- 
tough buddy to the world’s most lov- 
able killer whale. But today, in the 
backyard of the sunny, three-bedroom 
Sherman Oaks, Calif., home he shares 
with his mother, Sandy, 37, Richter is 
complaining good-naturedly about a 
boy’s traditional best friend, his dog. 
As Richter’s frisky 7-month-old bea- 
gle, Lucy, steals a cookie from her 
master’s lunch plate, the actor sighs. 
“She can't sit, and she can get out of 
the backyard through the fence. She’s 
a full-time job.” 

Richter, 15, hasn’t had much of a 
summer vacation. When he’s not 
minding Lucy, he is promoting Free 
Willy 2—and he just wrapped up a sec- 
ond round of photo shoots for, among

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others, 16 and Teen Beat. A true 
heartthrob now, he averages 500 fan 
letters a week. Typical, he says, is one 
from “an 11-year-old girl who said we 
were going to get married and have 10 
kids.” Such ramifications of fame 
aren't to his liking. “People think they 
have a right to know everything about 
you," he says. "When you're 15, you 
don't know everything about you." 

This much about Richter is certain: 
he has thick curls, sparkling blue eyes 
and a full, pouty mouth. “Не’з a young 
Steve McQueen," says Lauren Shuler- 
Donner, a producer of both Willy 
movies. The actor is paid commensu- 
rately. He doubled his salary to $1 mil- 
lion for the sequel, in which Willy 
must be rescued from an oil slick at 
sea. "It's more action, more stunts," 
he says, “more me in the water." 

For Richter, a dedicated bodysurfer, 
there is no place like foam. He was 
born in Medford, Ore., but spent his 
early years in Honolulu, where his dad, 


Greg, a Navy serviceman, was sta- 
tioned. "I used to swim up and down 
the beach," recalls Richter, who has a 
married sister, Tricia. His parents di- 
vorced when he was 12. His dad, now 
stationed in San Diego, is often on the 
high seas. They seldom see each 
other, says Richter, and neither he nor 
his mom likes to talk about the split. 

His career is a much more pleasant 
subject. At age 5, Richter started act- 
ing in Japanese commercials filmed in 
Hawaii. He beat out 4,000 kids for the 
role of Free Willy's Jesse. Showing up 
for his audition in torn jeans, with his 
hair unwashed and mouth in a scowl, 
"he was exactly what we were looking 
for," says Schuler-Donner. “А kid with 
a troubled face and a heart of gold." 

But it was his costar, a trained orca 
named Keiko, now 17, who ended up 
making waves after the movie became 
a surprise $78 million hit in 1993. 
Stuck in a too-small tank in Mexico 
City, where much of Free Willy was 
shot, Keiko was in precariously poor 
health even during production, suffer- 
ing from a skin disease, bad diet and a 
lack of fresh seawater. (Free Willy 2 
uses only animatronic puppets and na- 
ture footage.) But Keiko's karma has 
improved, thanks to a fund-raising 
campaign by a San Francisco group 
called the Free Willy Foundation. In 
December, Keiko will be moved to a 
new, 2 million-gallon tank at the Ore- 
gon Coast Aquarium in Newport. “Не 
won't have to do tricks there—he'll 
just be happy," says Richter, who visit- 
ed Keiko a year and a half ago, but isn't 
sure the whale recognized him. “How 
can you tell if a whale remembers 
you?" 

Richter is not into serious relation- 
ships. "I have friend girls," he notes, 
"not girlfriends." His real passion: 
electric guitars. He keeps six on dis- 
play at home. And he's crazy about 
Jimi Hendrix. “When I first heard him, 
I had no idea who he was,” says 
Richter. "I didn't know he was dead!" 

Next month he'll start 10th grade at 
a private school in the San Fernando 
Valley. Last year he was voted class 
clown. "He's not a Hollywood boy," 
says his mother. But he is mulling over 
movie projects. “I like acting,” he says, 
“as long as it stays fun. When it be- 
comes a job, it’s time to quit.”

A new treatment turns tubby mice lean, but will it rein in runaway waist

night, folks won't be able to tell 
Siskel from Ebert, and everyone will 
be able to eat cheesecake all day and 
still look like a Calvin Klein model. Fat 
chance? Maybe not. 

Now that researchers at Howard 
Hughes Medical Institute and Rocke- 
feller University in New York City 
have identified a gene that regulates 
body weight, Americans can begin to 
hope that love handles and cellulite 
may go the way of the whalebone 
corset. From the gene the scientists 
have developed a protein hormone 
named leptin, whose absence in genet- 
ically defective mice causes obesity. 
Injecting the lab animals with the pro- 
tein made even the flabbiest mice shed 


up to 40 percent of their body weight 
within a month. "They were in a cage 
where they had all the food they want- 
ed," says Dr. Jeffrey Friedman, a mole- 
cular geneticist who led the team. 


“They just chose to eat less." 

The researchers gave daily doses of 
leptin to the obese mice—with spec- 
tacular results. "After the first day, 
the fat went down," says Friedman. 
"After two days the weight loss was 
obvious—and it continued." The го- 
tund rodents shrank from as much as 
2/% ounces to 1%, and even normal- 
weight mice posted a quick 12 percent 
weight loss. Leptin not only curbed 
appetites, it helped speed up metabo- 
lisms to better burn calories. 

Testing on humans (who have been 
volunteering in large numbers) is ex- 
pected to begin next year. FDA ap- 
proval for general use could come in 
five years. But don't toss your easy-fit 
jeans just yet. “Even if this works, 
people should not be eating high-fat 
diets to excess—period," says Fried- 
man, 41, a rangy six-footer who keeps 
trim by biking and playing tennis and, 
save for the odd cheeseburger, avoid 
ing junk food. But he does stand to 
make a killing if his potential fat 


buster can eventually be made into a 
miracle cure. After a frenzied bidding 
war among drug manufacturers, Am- 
gen Corp. paid $20 million to Rocke- 


feller University and the Hughes Insti- 


tute to develop a product based on 
Friedman's research—which should 
put him in Fat City. m

Down-to-earth Jessica Lundy takes off as 
the brash, high-flying half of TV’s Hope & Gloria 


ЗА CHILD GROWING UP IN AVON, 
A Conn., Jessica Lundy thought 

about being a doctor like her fa- 
ther, Joel, a surgical oncologist. But her 
mother, Jean, knew better. “When Jes- 
sica was in the third grade, we got this 
letter from her school," recalls Jean. “It 
said, ‘Your daughter is rapidly becom- 
ing the actress of the year here.’ ” It 
was the same at home. Lundy remem- 
bers how she would entertain her 
grandmother: “Тһеге was a routine 
called ‘Jacqueline and Jessica.’ Га come 
in the room through one door and say 
politely, ‘Hi, I’m Jessica, your grand- 
daughter.’ Then I'd leave and come in 
through the other door with a doily on 
my head and say in a little French ac- 
cent, ‘Hello, my name is Jacqueline.’ ” 
As a grown-up, she has to play only half 
of a duo. On Hope & Gloria, Lundy, 29, 
is the second name, a down-to-earth 
Pittsburgh hairdresser who befriends 
her neighbor Hope (Cynthia Steven- 
Son), a cockeyed optimist—sap, Gloria 
might say—who helps produce a talk 
show. In its first season the show has 
consistently made the Top 20. Critics 
have compared Hope and Gloria to such 
classic female TV buddies as Kate and 
Allie, and Mary and Rhoda. 

Unlike flashy Gloria, Lundy favors 
shorts and T-shirts. “She doesn't go 
out in that bimbo, look-at-me outfit,” 
says her friend Leslie Dixon, a screen- 
writer. Back in Avon, where she grew 
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up the older of two daughters—her sis- 
ter Judy, 23, just graduated from col- 
lege—Lundy was a tomboy, excelling at 
basketball and other sports. “Га heard 
that saying, ‘You run like a girl and 
throw like a girl,’ " she says. “I made up 
my mind I wouldn't do that." 

А drama major at New York Univer- 
sity, Lundy moved to L.A. in 1990. Dur- 
ing four years she was in as many failed 
series. The death of the first, Over My 
Dead Body, hurt the most. When star 
Edward Woodward broke the news to 
her, “I cried so hard, every bit of make- 
up was flowing down my face," she 
says. "Now I demand that people give 
me bad news only before I put my mas- 
cara on." She did sneak in some small 
but effective roles, such as the Date 
with the Annoying Laugh on Seinfeld. 

When Lundy tried out for Gloria last 
fall, ^we knew right away we'd found 
somebody with a great sense of hu- 
тог,” says Cheri Steinkellner, series 
co-executive producer and cocreator 
(along with her husband, Bill). "She 
came in with this see-through black top 
and black bra underneath. She liked the 
fact that she'd gone into a 7-Eleven and 
the guy behind the counter gave Вега 
free Slurpee because of her outfit." 

Lundy would gladly throw in a sec- 
ond straw for her costar, Stevenson. 
“We get along frighteningly well," says 
Lundy, who lives alone in a sparsely 
furnished, one-bedroom apartment in 
L.A. She has never been married and 
isn’t seeing anyone steadily. This sum- 
mer, Lundy is in Toronto playing Tom 
Arnold's wife in a movie comedy called 
The Stupids. Then it's back to the sec- 
ond season of Hope & Gloria. All good 
portents, but she is waiting for the ulti- 
mate sign of success: “ГЇЇ know I've fi- 
nally made it when the tabloids say 
Cynthia and I are feuding, and I 
scratched her eyes out."
